We pnblish this morning the opinion of Judge 
Muir, rendered yesterday, in the case of Batman 
against Thomas. By this decision, Thomas will 
retain the office of jailer of Jefferson county, 
given to him by those knavish ’squires, Clement 
and Matiack, contrary to the will of the people 
fairly expressed at the ballot box. He will, at 
least, retain the office thus usurped, unless the 
court of appeals shall reverse the decisian of 
Judge Muir. Of course Capt. Batman will beex- 
pected, by the people who elected him, to take 
this case to the appellate court. 

The crowded slate of our columns, caused by 
the letter list, and the length of the decision itself, 
prevents our making extended comments upon 
this decision this morning. We shall pay our 
respects to it hereafter. In the meantime, those 
who are in favor of popular sovereignty cau re- 
flect upon the conduct of those who have thus 
defied the will of the people, fairly expressed at 
the ballot box, and turned out Capt. Batman, 
whom the people said should have this office, and 
put in Bill Thomas, the chairman of the K. X. 
executivecommittee, whom the people said should 
not have it. If such shameful outrages upon the 
popular will are to be committed with impunity, 
and our courts of justice afford no remedy, then 
we see uo further use of elections. Better let 
'Squires Clement aud Matiack till all offices ac- I 
cot ding to their sovereign will, without the ex- 
pense of ballot boxes, and sheriffs, aud clerk-, 
and judges of elections.

STEAMER FULTON CITY SUNK. 
Boat and Cargo Total Lons. 

TWELVE LIVES LOST. 

The steamer Fulton City, Cant. Z. M. Bricks!!, 
bound from Pittsburgh for St. Louis, with a cargo 
of *06 ton* of Pittsburgh manufactures, iron, 
glass, etc., while passing Buffington Island, about 
5 o’clock, Thursday morning, struck a stump or 
root, tearing eff about fifty yards of her larboard 
side. She went down in three minutes, floating 
some forty or fifty yard* below where she struck, 
and lies in the channel, with the water up to tbe 
top of the tables in her cabiu. The cabin passen- 
gers barely escaped with their lives, by clamber- 
ing to the hurricaae deck — the majority of whom 
lost all their baggage, and being asleep, saved 
very little of their clothing. Twelve deck pas- 
sengers— two women, two children, sud eight men 
were drowned. Tbe Meluotte, Capt. McGowau, 
came along about forty - fire minutes after 
the accident occurred, and relieved the pas- 
sengers and crew from their perilous situa- 
tion od the hurricane roof. The stairs leading 
from the ladies’ cabin to tbe hurricane roof gave 
way when the boat struck, rendering it difficult 
for tbe ladies to escape to the hurricane deck. — 
They waded through three feet water in the cabin, 
and were pulled out over the roof. Capt. McGow - 
an rendered all the assistance required, aud, af- 
ter furnishing a breakfast for the passengers and 
crew, continued on the tiip, bringing tbe suffer- 
ers here free of charge. 

The Fulton City was in her second season, built 
at Pittsburgh, aud valued at $13,000, with insur- 
ance for $10,060 in Pittsburgh offices. She was 
owned by her commander, Capt. Brickell, aud 
Capt. Martin. Capt. Brickell remained at tho 
wreck. 

A passenger thus describes the accident: 

Ed*. Com . — Btmig a passenger on board of tho 
Fulton City, on her downward trip, aud being in 
my berth on the morning of the 12tli, when she 
struck, I would state that about five o'clock A. M., 
there was a tremendous heave of the boat, and a 
terrible crash, as if she was tearing to pieces. — 
Nearly all the passengers being in their berths, 
were aroused, and rushed into the cabin and found 
the boat sicking. The screams of the ladies 
were heartrending. All the assistance was ren- 
dered by tbe officers that was possible, for the 
safety and comfort of the passengers, until the 
Melnotte came up and took us off, and tendered 
to the officers, crew and Dassangers, tbe bounties 
of their table for a morning’s repast, which was 
thankfully received, (it being 7 o'clock,) and then 
brought those who wished id come, to this place, 
for which we tender our sincere thanks. 

Failure to Connect on the U. G. Railroad- 
Ten Runaway Negroes Captured. 

A day or two ago, one or two parties called at 
the office of the U. S. Marshal, iu this city, to ob- 
tain information concerning the negro slaves that 
had run away from Mason county, Ky., & few 
nights previous, aud were no where to be found. 
It was supposed they had come here, and were 
concealed in this vicinity; but while plans were 
formed for recovering the fugitives, intelligence 
was received of their capture at a point nearer 
home. 

It appears that a free negro woman, residing in 
this State, on the Ohio river, nearly opposite 
Maysville, bad made ua arrangement with the 
slaves to leave their master — had, indeed, influ- 
enced their minds with a desire for freedom, aud 
taught them the best meaus of escape. They 
were to come, at a certain hour of the night, to a 
certain point on the river, where tbe woman's 
husband was to be iu wailing with a skill, aud 
bring them safely to this side — tbe woman her- 
self crossing over to lend her personal aid to 
the enterprise. 

Tbe boat and tbe man were there, but tbe ne- 
groes missed the locality, getting about a mile 
below tbe point, uud not knowing what to do in 
tbe unexpected emergency. While they were in 
this perplexed condition, a party of Kentuckians, 
who were on their trail, suddenly cams upon 
them, took them all captives, and carried them 
back to their masters. The Kentuckians ufler- 
ward arrested the free negress and lodged her in 
jail, whence, it is supposed, she will be sent to 
the penitentiary for life. Her husband made 
good bis escape. 

The slaves bad concealed themselves, accord- 
ing to instructions, for nearly two days after their 
flight, iu which they would have been perfectly 
successful but for their topographical blunder, by 
which their masters saved $n,0oo or $10,l)o0.— 
Cincinnati Enquirer.

We let down tlie “mudhooks" on the letii, 
aud scarcely hud the staggering motion of sea-life 
been replaced by sober steadiness with us when 
the Water Witch hove iu sight, and steamed 
alongside our own Fulton. The coal ship, Ocean 
Bird, which should have arrived from Boston 
some days ago, was not here, and our Captain 
was compelled to go ou shore and buy some fuel 
for the furnaces, which be lind no sooner done 
than the O-ean Bird arrived. We had sixty 
tons on board when she came in. but the remain- 
der we will take from her. The Harriet Lane, 
all well, got to this port safely a short time alter 
the arrival of the last named vessel. 

To say that the first instalment on the Para- 
guay fleet which arrived here, “astonished the 
natives,” is no exaggeration. I doubt whether 
Columbus created such a furore when he hove oil’ 
.Sau Salvador. The proprietors of dram shops, 
green groceries, restaurants, and oi other estab- 
lishments, who frequently reap a pecuniary 
harvest from tbe jovial, sociable, and uioaey-pari- 
jag(7) peculiarities o c us nauticals, are so over- 
joyed at this place becoming a sort of half-wav 
bouse for tbe squadron bound south, that they 
have iuvited our officers and men to parties, balls, 
and ceremonies almost daily since our arrival, 
aud actually intend serenading us, and lighting 
bonfires to our honor. The 4Vth, 1st, and 2d reg- 
uients are stationed here. The men are mostly 
black, but the officers are white, aud are English- 
men. The Minie rifle is in use, and the quarters 
for the soldiers first rate. There are fourteen 
American ships here. We leave next Saturday 
for Pernambuco and St. Catharines.

ARRIVAL OP THE VANDERBILT. 

Saxdt Hook, Nov. 15 — 2 P. M. — The steamship 
Vanderbilt, from Southampton on the 3d, with 
four days later advices from Eutope, has passed 
this point. 

The steamer Prince Albert arrived out on the 
80th. The Canada reached Liverpool on the Slat. 
Spain ia preparing to act against Mexico. 

The Vanderbilt had a severe wintry passage. — 
The news by the Vanderbilt is of financial and 
commercial importance. 

A new company had been formed for the pur- 
pose of laying a submarine cable from Galway to 
Belle Isle, along the St. Lawreuce to Quebec, and 
thence by land to the Pacific coast. The title oi 
the company is "The British and Canadian Sub- 
marine Telegraph Company, and the capital 
£1,500,000. 

The Bank of France returns for October show a 
falling off in specie of £1,170,000, aud there 
turnsfjf the Bank of England show a decrease of 

£16o, 000. 

The arrival of specie since Saturday had 
amounted to £346,500. 

A new gold field had been discovered in Aus- 
tralia. 

There had beeu a considerable augmentation of 
the Spanish fleet, and the preparations against 
Mexico were being carried forward with vigor. 

A French vessel from Reunian had been seized 
by the Portuguese at Oibo, and taken to Mozam- 
bique, but it was subsequently returned to its 
owners. The latter suffered great loss by the 
seizure. 

The popular feeling at Lisbon was very strong 
against England for its policy of non-interference 
iu the Charles and Georges affair. 

It was rumored that a chauge was about beiu g 
made in the Ministry of Prussia. 

The Sultan of Turkey had visited the United 
States frigate Wabash. 

Piedmont coincides with France in requesting 
of the Pope the deliverance of the Jewish child, 
Mortara, to his parents. 

The rebels captured Esaughen, but afterwards 
retreated. 

By the combined movements of the British 
troops, the rebels were being hemmed in at Chiin- 
daree. 

Affairs at Bombay continue quiet. 

Several skirmishes had taken place at Oude, in 
which much gallantry was displayed. They all 
ended in the total route and great distruction of 
the enemy. The rebels, in great numbers, were 
ravaging thc country. 

Steamer Nova Scotia, from Quebec, Sept. 23d, 
passed Donaghadee ou the afternoon of the 3d, 
and probably arrived in the river Mersey next 
morning. 

The steamship Hudson, of the Bremen line, was 
burned at Bretuerhaven, on the night of the 2nd 
inst. She was to have sailed ou the following 
Saturday, and doubtles bad a large part of her 
cargo on board. There was an insurance of £70, 
000 at Lloyds, on the vessel. 

A new submarine cable haa beeu laid between 
England and Holland. 

The Bank of Vienna has resumed specie pay- 
meut. 

A new ministry has beeu appointed in Prussia, 
Prince Hohinsoller, President General ; Boniu, 
Minister of War; M. Schleinitz, Foreign Affairs. 

The craw of the French brig Anna, w hich was 
shipping free laborers on the coast of Africa, was 
massacred by the negroes taken on board. 

Great excitemeut existed at Bradford, York- 
shire, in consequence of wholesale poisoning from 
lozenges, in which arsenic had been mixed by 
mistake, instead of plaster of paris. Fifteen 
deaths had already occurred, and sixty or seventy 
persons were seriously ill. 

A letter from St. Petersburg says the Russian 
enemy and suite left Kcacha, ou the Chinese fron- 
tier, about the 1st of August, for Pekiu. Thiy 
were received oiTthe frontier, by the Chinese offi- 
cers with carriages, who conducted them to Gerii:, 
where they were received by Mongolian officers, 
who proceeded with them. 

There was great activity in the Spanish naval 
arsenals, in consequence of preparations for the 
Mexican expedition, the naval force beiug aug- 
mented considerably by new vessels. 

The new English ocean telegraph company is 
to connect Galway via Quebec, with the English 
possessions ou the Pacific. The wire is to be of 
a totally different description fTom any now in 
use 

Sir H. L. Bulwer, British Minister to Persia, 
was arrested at Peru on the 20tb of October, and 
takeu to the police station in consequence of a 
collision while riding iu the street, between his 
attendant groom, aud some of the Sultan's 
suite. 

Austria. — S everal Prussian, and other Germau 
papers had been confiscated at Vienna, by the 
po lice. 

Madame Pfeiffer, the celebrated traveller, is 
dead. 

India. — T elegraph advices state that the rebels 
attacked and captured Seronge, September 30th, 
but subsequently evacuated it, and retreated to- 
wards Esaughur, which latter place they attacked 
and captured October 2d. They were afterwards 
driven from this point by a detuebruent. A com- 
bined movement is proposed for hemming the en 
etny in at Chundaree. 

Bombay is quiet. There are more troops arriv 
ing. The rebels suffered several total defeats in 
different parts of Oude. They are, however, still 
ravaging the country in great numbers. 

Lord Clyde is en route tor Lucknow. 

Australian advices are to September 15th. Two 
ships left Sidney for England with 138,000 ounces 
of gold.

Ths New South Wales Assembly had granted
